ARE TRAINING FOR CHINA 


Tsinanfu, Shantung, China. 
May 16, 1923. 


Dear Brother Lee and Sister Chambers: 


May God greatly bless your noble 
work—training workers for His vine 
yard. 


Many times I've thought I would 
like to offer a few suggestions, if you 
will allow me, for those who are in 
training for China. Sister Chambers 
asked me t6 when I was in Cleveland, 
but I only Bave her the address of 
some books relative to life in China 
as I was so pressed for time. 


First of all, please impress upon the 
students that anything they may learn 
in America about China is just some- 
thing to start them off. In other words 
it is just to give them an idea of what 
is before them. One can learn about 
China and the Chinese better after 
getting here and while they are learn- 
ing the language as they get it first 
hand. 


A new missionary on the boat com- 
ing out for the first time greatly em- 
barrassed me by making the remark 
more than once, and one time to a 
Chinese teacher and student returning 
from America, that she had _ studied 
Chinese history from a to z. I knew 
she had not from her very expression, 
and I am sure he knew she had not 
from the ignorant questions which she 
asked him. Chinese histories are many 
and voluminous. Later I learned she 
never used a book at all, only leaflets 
which the teacher prepared. Those 
were quite alright of course, but it 
was sad for the poor dear not to have 
been informed that she was only be 
ing introduced to the subject. 


I would suggest that those in train- 
ing for China read a little geography 
and study the map of Asia especially. 
Get into their minds something of the 
size of this world, population, etc. Get 
mission charts from other denomi- 
nations which will show the number 
of missionaries they have on the field, 
where located, etc. This will help to 
broaden the mind a little. 


Good books on missionary work in 
the Bible School library, which the 
students are required to read will be a 
wonderful helpto them. Such as the Life 
of John G. Paton, Missionary to the 
New Hebredes; Life of Adoniram Jud- 
son and Life of Mrs. Ann Hasseltine 
Judson (his first wife), missionaries 
to India many years ago when it 
meant something—much more than it 
does now—to carry the Gospel to the 
heathen. There are several of these 
books and they are most interesting, 
educating and helpful, as well as 
spiritual and broadening. The Life 
of David Livingston, Missionary and 
explorer to Africa; Hudson Taylor’s 
Life and Experiences in China and 
“Miracles of Missions” are very 
helpful and instructive. These are a 
few which I know are good and if you 
haven’t them already, perhaps they can 
be obtained from the addresses Sister 
Chambers took from some books I had. 
You may write them for catalogue of 
sheir publications. 

A little grammar, spelling, reading 
and writing I think quite necessary 
for some. Have them get old time 
“copy books” and spend a few minutes 
each day practicing in them. Grammar 
will be of much more use to-them than 
rhetoric. They can get rhetoric by 
themselves, whereas, they’ll not likely 
get the grammar unless you give it to 
them. 


By all means teach them punctuali- 
ty and a systematic routine regarding 
all their affairs. To make a schedule 
and bring themselves to it. Paul said 
he kept his body under subjection lest 
when he preached to others, etc. Teach 
them to eat, sleep, and exercise, work 
properly and take care of their bodies 
but not to indulge or pity them. 


A certain missionary who came out 
to China said she never cleaned any 
lamps hefore, evidently she had not 
from their looks when she had finished 
with them. So please see that your 
students know how to work. Perhaps 
some of the saints will teach them if 
you should have any who don’t know. 
We certainly don’t want any low 
necked, short sleeves, transparent 
short skimpy skirts or ridiculously 
dressed people out here. The better 
class of Chinese already know better 
than that. 


We are having special meetings at 
present and the Lord is greatly bless- 
ing and our hearts are so encouraged, 
but we do want the others to come on 
so bad and join us in the battle as we 
truly are in need of new recruits. The 
work must now be opened up in 
Shanghai, but as it is, there is not 
enough of us to look after what we 
have already started. So please send 
en Brother and Sister Stargel of North 
Carolina at once. They say they are 
ready if they had the fare and Brother 
Brouayer says he will give them up to 
come as bad as he feels he needs them. 


I am copying some Instructions for 
outgoing missionaries and sending to 
Brother Llewellyn, so Headquarters 
will always be in a position to give 
necessary information to those prepar- 
ing to come out. They are complete 
and if followed correctly they will 
find it just as easy to come to China 
as to go to the Wimauma Camp Meet- 
ing or the General Assembly at Cleve- 
land. 


May God bless you a thousand fold, 
strengthen you from day to day and 
make you equal to all the demands 
which are upon you. We even hear 
out here in China about the Bible 
School. They say it is fine. Ina says 
when she returns for a furlough she 
wants to attend. Well, we do praise 
God for our Bible School, Orphanage, 
Evangel, all our dear brothers and 
sisters and every blessing and benefit 
which we enjoy in the Church of God. 
We are so in love with her beautiful 
government and the Chinese are, too. 
Praise the dear Lord. We want to 
thank all you dear ones again for your 
prayers and interest in us and work 
over here, '

When the jubilee trumpet 
was sounded for a holiday, big time, 
better job or higher wages the pegging 
awl man must just work on for his 
master.

THE BRUISED REED AND 
SMOKING FLAX 





J. P. Hughes 





Some time ago I was asked to ex- 
plain in our Bible study, the following 
Scripture: “A bruised reed shall he 
not break, and smoking flax shall he 
not quench, till he send forth judg- 
ment unto victory.” Matt. 12:20. 


After a caretu! and prayerful study 
of the text I prepared the following ex- 
planation and have been requested to 
have it published in the Evanzel. 


The above Scripture is prophecy, and 
all prophecy is parable like, or a mys- 
tery. 

The word mystery does not signify 
that prophecy cannot be understood, 
but to the contrary, it means that truth 
formerly hidden is now revealed to 
those to whom it is given to know the 
mystery. (See Matt. 13:10, 11.) 

The two words, “Mystery and Para- 
ble” are closely allied as is shown by 
the reference given above. A parable 
is the placing side by side, or compar- 
ing the things of nature with spiritual 
truths to be understood—thus it is a 
mystery. 


Roth the natural and spiritual king- 
doms are developed by the same rule, 
and thus, nature becomes a witness of 
the spiritual world. Jesus in speak- 
ing in parables always used the things 
of nature that was most common to 
those addressed, so also did the proph- 
ets. 

The text is a prophetic statement of 
the prophet Isaiah, about Jesus in 
which the “Bruised reed and smoking 
flax” is used to show how He would 
bring forth judgment unto truth. (See 
Isa. 42:3.) To get the spiritual mean- 
ing of the text we must know the na- 
ture and use of the flax, and the recd 
which was so common to those whom 
the prophet addressed. 


Flax grows in a warm climate and 


was one of the most valuable plants of 
Palestine. It was useful from the 
roots to the seed. Its stalk or body 


was the most useful part of the plant, 
which might be termed a reed. A 
valuable oil was made from the roots 
and seed, but from the body was made 
the finest of linen. 

The preparation of the flax plant be- 
fore it became useful is where it ap- 
plies to Jesus. First it was pulled up 
by the roots and left in the scorching 
sun to dry. From this the thought of 
smoking might be derived, indicative 
of the fiery trials of Jesus in bringing 
judgment unto truth. 

After the flax plant had dried in the 
scorching sun the seed was torn from 
it with a steel or iron comb, so was 
Jesus’ head torn with the crown of 
thorns. Next was the preparation of 
the body or stalk. This was peeled and 
placed in water to rot. After it had 
gone through the corrupting process 
it was then broken or bruised so the 


fiber from which the fine linen . was 
made could be separated from -the 


woody stem. Fine linen, symbolizes 
the righteousness of saints. (See Rev. 
19:8.) And the saints are made 


righteous through Jesus and by Him 
going through the same process that 
the flax stalk does to produce the nat 
ural linen. 


The prophet Isaiah, foretold the 

coming of Jesus into the world, and 
said that He should grow up as a tem 
der plant. Jsaiah 53:2. “He was 
bruised for our iniquities.”’ Isa. 53:5. 
le gave His fiesh for the life of the 
world. John 6:51. He was broken 
for many. 1 Cor. 11:24. He was made 
sin for us that we might he made the 
righteousness of God in Him. 2 Cor. 
5:21. 

The corrupting of the flax stalk was 
indieative of Jesus being made sin for 
us. The breaking or bruising, to His 
being bruised or broken for many. 


The Bruised Reed 


The reed is a name given to 2 ne™- 
ber of plants, especially the napyes 
plant from which an expensive n2n>r 
was made that sold among the Gres 
for one dollar a sheet. The Greek 
name for the reed is “Biblos” the s;:me 
word from which our word “Bibie” is 
taken, meaning “The Book”—beco:se 
books were made of the paper that was 
made from the reed. Just as books 
were made from the broken reed, so 
was “The Word” (Jesus) made flesh 
and through His broken body and 
shed blood He became the mediator 
of the New Testament, (The Book). 
(See John 1:14 and Heb. 9:13-18.) 


“He shall bring forth judgment unto 
truth: and the isles (Gentile word, 
Gen. 10:5) shall wait for his law.” 
Isa. 42:8, 4. His law is His word (the 
New Testament) and is judgment to 
all.

Would not cause His voice to be heard 
in the street. (Would not seek sympa- 
thy.) See Isa. 53:7. 


I am sure that this explanation of 
the above text will not meet the ap 
proval of all, as some commentators 
apply the smoking flax to the Jews an@ 
some to the Gentiles. But to my miné 
there is nothing in the Bible that wil 
bear out their arguments -that the 
bruised reed and smoking flax applies 
to any other than Jesus. Th 
I submit this writing without fear of 
successful contradiction from a Scrip 
tural standpoint.
